In the spring wheat region the range is from 
53 5 in Dakota to 55 pounds in Nebraska. 
It makes the crop equivalent to 391,000,000 
bushels of 00 pounds each, less by nearly 25,- 
000,000 bushels than the quantity in meas­ 
ured bushels.

Wh en th at staid, long-incorri 
gih le old bach elor, Justice Gray , announced 
h is intention to marry th e spinster daugh ter 
of h is associate, Justice Matth ews, th ere was 
a flutter along th e wh ole judicial line th at 
th reatened for a time to unnerve th e even 
h and of justice. 
But th e perfectly decorous 
mauner of th e Massach usetts Judge, and th e 
calmness of h is fia n cee under th e ex posure, 
soon brough t oth er people to th eir senses and 
th ey said it was well. Th e race for office was 
resumed, and President and Department offi­ 
cers began to feel again th e rigors of th e 
siege. 
And even th e Supreme Court, after 
th e usual congratulations to th e h appy mem­ 
ber, settled back to business. 
But all th is was to be upset. 
Th e Ch ief 
Justice h ad h ardly donned h is dressing gown 
and called th e court to order wh en th e fol­ 
lowing telegram was put into h is h ands: 


M i l w a u k e e . M a r c h 19. 
C h ief Ju stice Melville W. Fu ller, W a sh in g to n : 
I am m arried. 
Pa cuke . 
Pauline is th e fifth daugh ter in th at won­ 
derful galax y of eigh t beauties transported 
from th e fervid atmosph ere of Ch icago to th e 
cool and bracing air of Wash ington. Pauline 
was th e only one wh o “ kicked ” against h er 
new h ome. 
Sh e sigh ed for th e lake breezes 
of h er native city , freigh ted with th e briny 
odors of pork in th e process of packing. Sh e 
h ad left a lover beh ind wh o bore th e roman­ 
tic name of Aubrey , a name th at slipped 
easily from th e pen of every novel writer 
twenty y ears ago. 
On New dear's day sh e 
h ad a spasm of spunk, and before it h ad 
cooled sh e h ad packed h er trunks and was 
off for Ch icago. 
Arrived th ere, sh e appears 
to h ave “ boarded round ” among h er sch ool 
girl friends. 
Sh e lived with th e family of 
William L. Ogden during January , visited 
Mamie Cozzens during February , and h ad be­ 
gun to spend March with Hattie Smith . Sh e 
appears to h ave “ play ed it ” on th e Smith s 
and oth er acquaintances by telling th em th at 
sh e was going back to Wash ington. 
Wed­ 
nesday afternoon, dressed in a traveling suit, 
sh e bade h er friend Hattie good by e, telling 
h er not to be alarmed if sh e did not return 
at supper time, as sh e would h ave escort. 
Yesterday morning wh en Hattie awoke Pau­ 
line h ad not returned. 
Sh e was far away — 
indeed sh e was in Milwaukee, wh ith er sh e 
h ad gone with h er lover and been married to 
h im late in th e evening by a Justice of th e 
Peace. 
Th ere is someth ing h umiliating in 
th is incident of th e affair. 
Sh e was th e 
daugh ter of th e Ch ief Justice of th e United

Among th ese, it tells us, was th e re­ 
duction of th e number of saloons in th e state 
from 14,553 to 7,724 in nine month s, and th e 
increase of th e revenues from $976,179 to 
$1,835,963. 
In 
Ph iladelph ia th e number 
of saloons fell off from 5,773 to 1,347. 
Th e 
Record is pleased with th e rigid discrimina 
tion ex ercised in th e granting of licenses in 
th e city , by wh ich all places of a low or 
vicious order were ex cluded, nere are some 
of th e effects, as we quote from th at paper :

censes and a still furth er reduction of th e 
number of drinking places. 
Wh atever th e motive, th e argument of th e 
Record is sound. 
Pennsy lvania can h ardly 
afford to swap h igh license for proh ibition. 
Th ere is no state in th e Union wh ich can 
sh ow as repressive results from proh ibition 
as Pennsy lvania can sh ow from h er sh ort ex ­ 
periment of h igh license. 
We wonder, th ere, 
fore, wh y th e Record never 
advises th e 
Democratic party of New York to try h igh 
license or rebukes Gov. Hill for preventing 
o ur state from receiving its benefits. 
We 
suspect, ho wev er, th at th at paper is more ad­ 
dicted to Democracy th an to temperance,

A WANDERING LIE CALLED HOME. 


Not all the sensations of Washington life 
are of politics. When that staid, long-incorri­ 
gible old bachelor, Justice Gray, announced 
his intention to marry the spinster daughter 
of his associate, Justice Matthews, there was 
a flutter along the whole judicial line that 
threatened for a time to unnerve the even 
hand of justice. 
But the perfectly decorous 
mauner of the Massachusetts Judge, and the 
calmness of his fiancee under the exposure 
soon brought other people to their senses and 
they said it was well. The race for office was 
resumed, and President and Department offl 
cers began to feel again the rigors of the 
siege. 
And even the Supreme Court, after 
the usual congratulations to the happy mem 
her, settled hack to business. 
But all this was to be upset. 
The Chief 
Justice had hardly donned his dressing gown 
and called the court to order when the fol 
lowing telegram was put into his hands: 


M i l w a u k e e . March 19. 
Chief Justice Melville II". Fuller, W ashington: 
I am married. 
Pauline. 
Pauline is the fifth daughter in that won 
derful galaxy of eight beauties transported 
from the fervid atmosphere of Chicago to the 
cool and bracing air of Washington. Pauline 
was the only one who “ kicked ” against her 
new home. 
She sighed for the lake breezes 
of her native city, freighted with the briny 
odors of pork in the process of packing. She 
had left a lover behind who bore the roman 
tic name of Aubrey, a name that slipped 
easily from the pen of every novel writer 
twenty years ago. 
On New Year’s day she

An ambitious mother, dis 
satisfied with her lover because his social 
position did not lift him to the giddy height 
to which the Fullers had been suddenly ele­ 
vated by the act of Grover Cleveland, could 
no longer dictate her movements or follow 
her footsteps. 
She has acted os independ­ 
ently as if she were one of God’s own poor, 
without father, mother, or other friend than 
the man who loved her more than all the 
rest. 
She is going to get so much sympathy 
that it will go hard with her father in public 
opinion if he does not bestow his blessin 
All the world loves a lover,” it is said, but 
how much more does it love a pair of lovers 
who have “ went and gone and done it.”

Blaine was unwarranted, and we tender to 
Mr. Blaine our apologies for the same.” This 
is frank and manly. 
The point against Mr. 
Blaine is uot of so much importance to the

HIGH LICENSE IN PENNS YL VA NIA. 


The Philadelphia Record, true to its Demo­ 
cratic instincts, opposed high license when 
the question was before the Pennsylvania 
Legislature. 
Now, alarmed at the prospect 
of the success of the prohibitory amendment 
to lie voted upon in June, it lias become one 
of the ablest and most earnest defenders 
of 
the 
high license 
system 
of 
Penn­ 
sylvania, and is constantly praising its good 
results. 
Among these, it tells us, was the re­ 
duction of the number of saloons in the state 
from 14 ,5 5 3 to 7 ,7 2 4 in nine months, and the 
increase of the revenues from $ 9 7 6 ,1 7 9 to 


$ 1 ,8 3 5 ,9 6 3 . 
In 
Philadelphia the number 
of saloons fell off from 5 ,7 7 3 to 1 ,3 4 7 . 
The 
Record is pleased with the rigid discrimina­ 
tion exercised in the grantiug of licenses in 
the city, by which all places of a low or 
vicious order were excluded. Here are some 
of the effects, as we quote from that, paper : 
Drunkenness has been reduced. 
Police ar­ 
rests have diminished more than 4 0 per cent; 
the commitments to the county prison aDd 
house of correction have been decreased in 
nearly the same proportion, and many locali­ 
ties that have long been the haunts of vice 
and crime have been redeemed and im­ 
proved.” The Record is so well pleased with 
this showing that it advocates still more 
rigid 
scrutiny of the applications for li 
censes and a still further reduction of the 
number of drinkiug places. 
Whatever the motive, the argument of the 
Record is sound. 
Pennsylvania can hardly 
afford to swap high license for prohibition. 
There is no state in the Union which can 
show as repressive results from prohibition 
as Pennsylvania can show from her short ex­ 
periment of high license. 
We wonder, there, 
fore, why the Record Dever 
advises 
the 
Democratic party of New York to try high 
license or rebukes Gov. Hill for preventing 
our state from receiving its benefits.

BEER A DEADLY DRINK. 
The Toledo [Ohio] Blade once published in­ 
terviews with six of the most prominent phy­ 
sicians of that beer-drinking City, the views 
of all of whom were in substantial accord 
with those of Dr. S. H. Bergess, who said: 
“ To compass my idea in a few words, I 
think it kills quicker than any other liquor.” 
The fashion of the present day in the United 
States sets strongly towards the substitution 
of beer for other stimulating liquors. An 
idea seems to he gaining ground that it Is 
not only nutritious, hut conducive to 
health, anil, further, that there does not 
attach to it that danger of creating intemper­ 
ance which attends the use of other drinks. 
The subject is one of great magnitude, and 
deserves the attention of medical men as well 
as that of the moralist. fiefore the moral 
sense of society was awakened to the enoi- 
moils evils of intemperance Sir Astley 
Cooper, the undisn'“ cJ authority ot his day, 
denouDCc¿ nabitual beer drinking as noxious 
to health. Referring to his experience in 
Guy’s Hospital he declared that the beer 
drinkers from the London breweries, though 
presenting the appearance of most rugged 
hcallh, were the most incapable of all classes 
to resist disease—that trifling injuries among 
them were liable to lead to the most serious 
consequences, and that, so prone were they 
to succumb to disease, tlmt they would some­ 
times die from gangrene In wounds as trifling 
as the scratch of a pin. 
It may also said of beer drinking that there 
is less limitation t<J it than to the habitual use 
of other drinks. It docs not produce speedy 
intoxication. When the drinker becomes ac­ 
customed to it it will scarcely produce active 
intoxication in an.y quantity. It makes him 
heavy, sleepy, stupid. Even in moderate 
quantities its tendency is to dullness 
and sluggishness of mind and body. Beer 
drinkers are constant drinkers. 
Their 
capacity becomes unlimited. The swilling 
of the drink becomes a regular business. It 
has no arrest or suspension, like whisky 
drinking, to admit of recuperation. The old 
definition of a regular beer drinker was true: 
‘Every morning an empty barrel; everv 
night a barrel of beer.” A whisky drinker 
will commit murder only under the direct ex­ 
citement of liquor—a beer drinker is capable 
of doing it in cold blood. Long observation 
lias assured us that a large proportion of tile 
murders deliberately planned and executed 
without passion or malice, with no other mo­ 
tive than the acquisition of property 
money, often 
of 
trifling 
value, 
are 
perpetrated 
by 
beer 
drinkers. 
It will lie inferred from these remarks that 
we take no comfort from the substitution of 
malt drinks for spirituous liquors. On the 
contrary, it is cause of apprehensiou and 
alarm that, just as public opinion, profes­ 
sional and unprofessional, is uniting nil over 
the world in condemnation ot the common 
use of ardent spirits, the poitais of danger 
and death are opening wide iu another direc­ 
tion.— Mail and Express.

The Board of Health of this C'ity held a 
meeting at the City Hall yesterday aftetnoon. 
John It. Steb b ins presided. 
Health Officer Lou ghran re|>orted the gen­ 
eral heaith of the City jis good. 
Since Janu ary 1, 17 cases of diphtheria had 
b een reported, of which seven had resu lted 
fatally. 
He had received no reports of cases 
since Feb ru ary 2a, which indicated that ill­ 
ness from that cau se had su b sided. 
The 
Health Officer also reported a general com 
pliancc .with the sanitary ordinances of the 
City, and that the memb ers of the Board of 
Health were energetic in investigating com 
plaints and reports of illness of a contagiou s 
natu re. 
In the matter of the diseased ox reported to 
him, prompt measu res had b een taken to pre­ 
vent the slau ghter of the animal, and u pon a 
report, made b y Dr. Traver, that the ox was 
su ffering from cancer, he had issu ed an order 
prohib iting the disposal of the animal for 
food. The order had b een complied with, and 
the ox had since b een killed and the carcass 
b u ried. 
Sanitary Inspector TenBroeck reported that 
in pu rsu ance of a resolu tion of the Common 
Cou ncil au examination had l>een made of 
the b oiler of the Scale Works. 
He su b ­ 
mitted the following report:

MISSIONARY IN FAR AWAY LIBERIA. 


A M em b er of F r a tt P ost, « . A R ., C h ristia n ­ 
iz in g N a tiv e s in A frica . 
James B. Rob ertson, of Kingston, a mern- 
memb er of Pratt Post.G. A. R., who decided 
that it was his du ty to go to Africa as mission­ 
ary, is at present stationed in Lib eria. He has 
recently written a letter to James E. Pinney, 
of this City. The following is an extract from 
the same : 
“ Nearly every day my dear Master has 
given me a chance to speak to many of the 
natives of His love. They are all ab ou t town, 
the men and women, mothers with their b a­ 
b ies strapped on their b acks in a mat and a 
piece of raw-b ide to stiffen it,which is b ab y’s 
carriage, b ed, cradle, clothes, su n shade and 
all. 
Then there are others with great loads of 
wood er b rass pots fu ll of palm nu ts, fru it 
etc., which they b ring to trade with the 
Christian 
Lib erians 
or 
at 
the Du tch 
stores for 
rice, tob acco or gin. 
That is 
their money. They won’t take ou r money. I 
b ou ght 24 limes for one pint of rice, and 
paid six" cents 
for the rice. 
This is a 
pleasant place b y the sea shore. 
There are 
three chu rches here, g Methodist, an Episco­ 
palian and a native Christian Chu rch. There 
is no physician. 
Last night ou r Presiding 
Elder, thè Rev. B. T. Kephart, from Minne­ 
sota, a G. A. R. man, and a tru e comrade in 
the army of the Lord also, led the prayer 
meeting in the M. E. Chu rch. 
On last Sab ­ 
b ath three of u s went to a mission meeting at 
Crcb o, a town over the River, where I read 
Matt. 14-22 to the men, and preached throu gh 
a native Christian minister, who was present 
as 
interpreter.

The Board of Health of this City held a 
meeting at the City Hall yesterday aftetnoon. 
John K. Stcbbins presided. 
Health Officer Lnugbran reported the gen­ 
eral health of the C ityjis good. 
Since January 1, 17 cases of diphtheria had 
been reported, of which seven had resulted 
fatally. 
He had received no reports of cases 
since February 25, which indicated that ill­ 
ness from that cause had subsided. 
The 
Health Officer also reported a general com 
pliauce .with the sauitary ordinances of the 
City, and that the members of the Board of 
Health were energetic in investigating com 
plaints and reports of illness of a contagious 
nature. 
In the matter of the diseased ox reported to 
him, prompt measures had been taken to pre­ 
vent the slaughter of the animal, and upon a 
report, made by I)r. Traver, that the ox was 
suffering from cancer, he had issued an order 
prohibiting the disposal of the animal for 
food. The order had been complied with, and 
the ox had since- been killed and the carcass 
buried. 
Sanitary Inspector TenBroeek reported that 
in pursuance of a resolution of the Common 
Council an examination had l>een made of 
the boiler of the Scale Works. 
He sub 
mitted the following report: 
Rom xht, X. Y., March 15, 1889. 
JR. Ijoughran, President o f Board o f Health o f the 
City o f Kingston : 
Sir : In com pliance with your request, I have 
made a personal inspection of the boiler in use at 
the works of New-York Standard Scale Company, 
for supplying motive power, and I find it in fair con­ 
dition, both internally and externally. I also sub­ 
jected it to a hvirau lie pressure of eight pounds per 
square inch, which, according to the rule governing 
the inspecti n of m arine boilers, would w arran t a 
working pressure of 53 pounds per square inch. I 
consider it safe at this pressure. 
Yours respectfully, 
J ames Rodik. 
The Sanitary Inspector further reported 
that the boiler and engine was in charge of a 
young man [not a boy as reported] 19 years 
of age, who had been in charge for tiie past 
two years, and as far as he was able to learn, 
was competent to run an engine. 
The com plaint as to the escaping of 
gas near the gas house was also acted on 
and discussed, and was referred to a Commit 
tee consisting of Messrs. Smith and Stebbins 
and the Health Officer to examine into more 
fully and report at the next meeting. 
The same committee was also directed to 
investigate the complaints made as to the 
dumping of garbage in the lower part of the 
City and report what measures, if any, are 
needed to abate the dumping of garbage from 
beiug a nuisance. 
After certifying to a bill for examining the 
boiler spoken of. the Board adjourned to 
meet on the first Wednesday in April.

A M e m b e r o f P r a t t P o st, G. A. It., C h ris tia n ­ 
iz in g N ativ es in A fric a . 
Jam es B. Robertson, of Kingston, a mem 
member of P ratt Post,G. A. R., who decided 
that it was his duty to go to Africa as mission­ 
ary, is at present stationed in Liberia. He has 
recently written a letter to Jam es E. Pinuey, 
of this City. The followiug is an extract from 
the sam e: 
“ Nearly every day my dear Master has 
given me a chance lo speak to many of the 
natives of llis love. They are all about town, 
the men and women, mothers with their ba 
bies strapped on their backs in a mat and a 
piece of raw hide to stiffen it,which is baby’s 
carriage, bed, cradle, clothes, sun-shade and 
all. 
Then there are others with great loads of 
wood sr brass pots full of palm nuts, fruit 
etc., which they bring to trade with the 
Christian 
Liberians 
or 
at 
the Dutch 
stores 
for 
rice, tobacco or gin. 
That 
their money. They won’t take our money. I 
bought 24 limes for one pint of rice, and 
paid 
six 
cents for the rice. 
This is 
pleasant place by the sea shore. 
There are 
three churches here, a Methodist, an Episco­ 
palian and a nutive Christian Church. There 
is no physician. 
Last night our Presiding 
Elder, the Rev. B. T. Kephart, from Minne 
sota, a G. A. R. man, and a true comrade in 
the arm y of the Lord also, led the prayci 
meeting in the M. E. Church. 
On last Sab 
bath three of us went to a mission meeting at 
Crcbo, a town over the River, where I read 
Matt. 14-22 to the men. and preached through 
a native Christian minister, who was present 
as 
interpreter. 
The 
King, 
Christopher 
Hodge—his English name—an educated man 
but not religious, his Priest and Chief and a 
crowd of natives and some Liberian Chris­ 
tians knelt on the ground with us and prayed 
iu their native tongue P eter’s three-word 
prayer ‘ Lord save me.’ 
I gave the King my 
eye-glasses to see to read his English Bible. 
He said he would. 
One of his Chiefs, a fine, 
stout fellow, said he was trying to lie ‘ God’s 
man and was glad we came and tell him; he 
heard God palaver or talk about sins bully.’ 
I prayed iu native tongue. 
I tell you this is 
a grand w ork.”

HIGH LICENSE IN PENNS YL VA NIA. 


The Philadelphia Record, true to its Demo­ 
cratic instincts, opposed high license when 
the question was before the Pennsylvania 
Legislature. 
Now, alarmed at the prospect 
of the success of the prohibitory am endm ent 
to lie voted upon in June, it has become one 
of the ablest and 
most earnest defenders 
of 
the 
high 
license 
system 
of 
Penn­ 
sylvania. and is constantly praising its good 
results. 
Among these, it tells us, was the re­ 
duction of the uumlier of saloons in the state 
from 14,553 to 7,724 in nine m onths, and the 
increase of the revenues from $'.*76,172 to 
$1,835,WM. 
In 
Philadelphia the uumlier 
of saloons fell off from 5,773 to 1,347. 
The 
Record is pleased with the rigid discrim ina 
Hon exercised in the granting of licenses in 
the city, by which all places of a low or 
vicious order were excluded. 
Here are some 
of the effects, as we quote from that paper : 
“ Drunkenness has been reduced. 
Police ar 
rests have diminished more than 40 per cent; 
the commitments to the county prison and 
house of correction have been decreased in 
nearly the same proportion, and many locali­ 
ties that have long been the haunts of vice 
and crim e have been redeemed and im ­ 
proved." 
The Record is so well pleased with 
this showing that it advocates still more 
rigid 
scrutiny of the applications for Ii 
censes and a still further reduction of the 
num ber of drinking places. 
W hatever the motive, the argum ent of the 
Record is sound. 
Pennsylvania can hardly 
afford to swap high license for prohibition. 
There is no state in the Union which can 
•how as repressive results from prohibition 
as Pennsylvania can show from her short ex­ 
perim ent of high license. 
W e wonder, there, 
fore, why the Record never 
advises 
the 
Dem ocratic party of New York to try high 
license or rebukes Gov. Hill for preventing 
our state from receiving its benefits. 
We 
suspect, however, that that paper is more ad­ 
dicted to Democracy than to temperance, 
and that the forced surrender to which 
Its party has been subjected in Pennsylvania 
does not yet appear to It to be necessary in 


New York. Nevertheless our state Ls in much 
greater danger of adopting prohibition than 
Pennsylvania. 
The people here do not pre­ 
fer It to high license, but if they become con 
vin m l that the latter is impossible 90 long as 
Hill remains Governor, they will adopt the 
prohibition amendment in I HOO, as surely as 
it is submitted to them. 
This w ill convert 
the Democratic party to high license, just as 
the threat of prohibition has mnde a high 
license man of every Democrat in Pennsylva­ 
nia. 


A WANDERING LIE CALLED HOME.

“ T o compass my idea in a few words, I 
think it kills quicker than any other liquor."

ance which attends the use of other drinks.

Cooper, the undi«r>’“ cu authority ot his day, 
denounce;, Habitual beer drinking as noxious 
to health. 
Referring to bis experience in 
G uy’s Hospital he declared that the beer 
drinkers from the London breweries, though 
presenting tile appearance of most rugged 
health, were the most incapable of all classes 
to resist discase—that trifling injuries among 
them were liable to lead to the most serious 
consequences, and that, so Drone were they 
to succumb to disease, that they would some­ 
times die from gangrene In wounds as trifling 
as the scratch of a pin. 
It may also said of beer drinking that there 
is less limitation td it than to the habitual use 
of other drinks. 
It docs not produce speedy 
intoxication. 
W hen the drinker becomes ac­ 
custom ed to it it will scarcely produce active 
intoxication in any quantity. 
It m akes bim 
heavy, sleepy, stupid. 
Even in moderate 
quantities 
its 
tendency 
is 
to dullness 
and sluggishness of mind and body. 
Beer 
drinkers are 
constant 
drinkers. 
Their 
capacity becomes unlim ited. 
The swilling 
of the arink becomes a regular business. 
It 
bas no arrest or suspension, like whisky 
drinking, to admit of recuperation. 
The old 
definition of a regular beer drinker was true: 
“ Every morning an empty barrel; everv 
night a barrel of I leer.” 
A whisky drinker 
will commit m urder only under the direct ex­ 
citement of liquor—a lieer drinker is capable 
of doing it in cold blood.

Since January I, 17 casts of diphtheria had 
been reported, of which seven haJ resulted 
fatally. 
He had received no reports of cnses 
since February 25, which indicated that ill 
ness from that cause had subsided. 
The 
Health Officer also reported a general coni 
piinncc.with the sanitary ordinances of the 
City, and that the members of the Board of 
Health were energetic in investigating com­ 
plaints and reports of illness of a contagious 
nature. 
In the m atter of the discased ox reported to 
him , prom pt measures had Ireen taken to pre 
vent the slaughter of the animal, and upon a 
report, made by Dr. Traver, that the ox was 
suffering from cancer, be bad issued an order 
prohibiting the disposal of the animal for 
food. The order had been complied with, and 
the ox had since been killed and the carcass 
buried. 
Sanitary Inspector TenBroeek re ported that 
iii pursuance of a resolution of the Common 
Council an examination had ><een made of 
the boiler of the Seale Works. 
He sub­ 
m itted the following report:

Jam es B. Robertson, of Kingston, a mem 
m em lierof P ratt Poat.G. A. IL, wbodecidcd 
that it was his duty to go to Africa os mission­ 
ary, is at present stationed iii Liberia, 
lie lins 
recently written a letter to Jam es E. Pinney, 
of this City. The follow ing is an extract from 
the sam e: 
“ Nearly every day my dear Master has 
given me a chance to speak to many of the 
natives of His love. They are all about town, 
the men and women, mothers with their ha 
bios strapped on their backs in a mat and a 
piece of raw hide to stiffen it,which is baby’s 
carriage, bed, cradle, clothes, sun shade nnd 
all. 
Then there are others with great loads of 
wood or brass |>ots full of palm nuts. fruit 
etc., which they bring to trade with the 
Christian 
Liberians 
or 
at 
the Dutch 
stores 
for 
rice, tobacco or gin. 
T hat is 
their money. They won't take our roomy. I 
bought 24 limes for one pint of rice, nnd 
paid 
six 
cents 
for 
the rice. 
This Is a 
pleasant place by the sea shore. 
There are 
three churches here, a Methodist, nn Episco­ 
palian and a native Christian Church. There 
is no physician. 
Lnst night our Presiding 
Elder, the Rev. B. T. Kephart, from Mimic 
sotu, a G. A. IL man. and a true comrade iu 
the army of the Lord also, led the prayer 
meeting in the M. E. Church. 
On lnst Sub 
bath three of us went to a mission meeting st 
Crc bo, a town over the River, where I read 
Mutt. 14 22 to the men. and preached through 
a native Christian minister, who was present
